Corsicana will apply for membership 


in the North Central Texas Council of 
Governments, accepting an invitation 
recently extended to the city. 


The City Commission Tuesday ap- 


proved a resolution authorizing City 
Manager Jack Russell to make the 
application and to pay theminual dues of 
$798.88 based on four cents per capita. 


With approval of the decision to af- 


filiate, Mayor Sue Youngblopd appointed 
Commissioner P. D. FuUwood as Cor- 
sicana's official voting representative to 
NCTCOG, confirmed by Commissioners. 


Before the vote, Commissioner John 


Carlock acknowledged he had read the 
data furnished city officials on NCT- 
COG, 
but asked Manager Russell if he 


could "take a couple of minutes on it" 


"The main benefits are it is just good 


business to join,'* Manager Russell 
replied without hesitation, adding that 
all funds from federal and state grants 
are channeled through COGs in their 
regional planning set-up and it is vir- 
tually impossible to get grant funds

Noting that the city government had 


gone on record five or six years ago 
favoring this project as part of the 
planned eventual four-laning of this 
route from Waco to Tyler, the Com- 
mission adopted a new resolution 
Tuesday re-emphasizing its interest and 
willingness. 


The resolution acknowledges that 


Corsicana will enter into contract to pay 
for curb and gutter and drainage "at 
such times as the project is approved 
(by the state) 
and

specifications have been prepared and 
cost estimates established."

Department, 
Corsicana won't know

Commissioner Bob Scott, who went to 


Austin as part of a delegation comprised 
of County, City and Chamber of Com- 
merce highway .boosters asking the 
Texas Highway Commission to proceed 
with the project in joint cooperation with 
the city and county from here to the west 
county line, advised fellow members and 
Mayor Sue Youngblood that the High- 
way Commission had requested Cor- 
sicana to reaffirm its interest. 


Commissioner Scott proposed that in 


adopting the resolution they further 
specify this improvement is needed in 
Corsicana particularly since the opening 
of two shopping centers along W. 7th 
Ave. and attendance at athletic events at

There are about, 350 different types of 


grants available for such things as 
airport improvements, drainage, water 
and sewer improvements, streets, and 
countless others. In addition, Russell 
said, the COG has extensive libraries 
available to city and county affiliates 
"and they have schools our staff can go 
to" for updating training and proficiency 
skills. 


The City Manager pointed out that his 


being on the NCTCOG grant application 
review board is another advantage to 
Corsicana. 


As a member, he is thus in a position to 


know what grants other cities apply for 
that Corsicana might be interested in 
and has access to the. knowledge of 
availability of all grants. 


City Manager Russell said he 


"strongly favors" Corsicana's joining 
when asked for his recommendation by 
Commissioner H. R. Stroube, Jr. 


Commissioner Stroube asked what the 


difference is between the North Texas 
and the Heart of Texas COG in Waco 
through which Corsicana is getting 
modern equipment as part of a regional 
police communications network system. 
The City Manager said the North Texas 
COG is larger, in scope of operation and 
staff, and while Corsicana is a "par- 
ticipant" in the HOTCOG broadcast 
network, the city is not actually a

City Manager was asked what steps are 
contemplated by Corsicana to begin 
clearing out waterways. At the April 4 
meeting, the City Planning and Zoning 
Commission had appeared to request the 
city give immediate and serious at- 
tention to flood control and the clearing 
of creek channels. 


Manager Russell said Corsicana in- 


tends to go out and use any-kind of 
resources it has to clean out creeks, but 
what is really needed is about $150,000,

A resolution to apply for COG mem- 


bership was unanimously approved on 
Commissioner Bob Scott's motion. 


Availing itself of services of agencies 


to upgrade the city, the Commission 
approved a resolution requesting the U. 
S. Army Corps of Engineers to un- 
dertake a flood plain management study 
in Corsicana to provide a factual basis 
for reducing future flooding damage in 
the city along the areas of Post Oak 
Creek and Town Branch of Mesquite 
Creek. 


There is no charge for this service by 


the Corps of Engineers, City Manager 
Russell informed city officials, and the 
study—which could take about 18 
months to complete—will publish a book 
on Corsicana and its sub-division 
establishing at what elevation it will be 
safe to build homes so they won't be 
subject to flooding from natural 
waterways. 


Commissioners tables, at least until 


the next meeting, consideration of a 
resolution requesting the Federal In- 
surance Administrator of the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment to declare Corsicana eligible for 
the National Flood Insurance Program. 


Manager Russell acknowledged that 


no citizen had asked him about getting 
this federally subsidized flood in- 
surance, but it was apparently because 
people locally don't know about its 
availability. It is available to private 
citizens but only if the city government 
applies to have the city declared eligible. 


"It's a program most cities are taking 


advantage of," Manager Russell 
related, pointing out he is not even sure 
he can get Corsicana declared eligible. 
"I am just making it known to you that it 
is available," Russell said, adding it 
does seem a shame that "people are

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been proposed by the City's 


own Engineering Department, the Soil 
Conservation Service specialists who 
have been consulted, and Corsicana's 
Master Plan. 


The city manager said he is "open to 


any suggestion" about how this 'best can 
be achieved. It's more than a matter of 
going out and picking up tin cans and

Questioning Gov. Preston Smith about 


his campaign for re-election and the 
issues of this election year is faintly 
reminiscent of the Great TV Quiz Show 
scandal of the late 50's: he knows all the 
questions because he's heard them 
many times before. 


Corsicana, however, may stand out in 


the governor's mind long after the 
campaign is over as the city where he 
was tossed a question he hadn't heard 
before. 
To his credit, he admitted

Monday afternoon he didn't know the 
answer. 


What prompted the question was a 


visit earlier in the day to The Daily Sun 
offices by E. W. Blackburn of Angus. A 
Highway Department-contracted 
mower crew was cutting the grass along 
the median that divides Interstate 45 
between Corsicana and Angus and 
i 
Blackburn was angry about it. 
mowers were chewing up what few 
bluebonnets were left along the strip, he 
said, two weeks before the flowers will 
go to seed. 


A quick trip with Blackburn to Angus 


verified what he said. Bluebonnets still 
lined both sides of 1-45 but there are none 
to be seen on the center strip. Blackburn 
picked a seed pod off one flower and 
snapped it open to reveal the still- 
unformed seeds. 


There doesn't appear to be any reason, 


Blackburn said, why the mowing crews 
couldn't wait the two weeks necessary 
for the bluebonnets to go to seed. The 
results of failing to do so in the past were 
there to see along the flowerless median, 
he added, and he was tired of hearing his 
complaints go unanswered. 


Blackburn's remarks were still fresh 
^ 


one hour later as Gov. Smith relaxed in a 
room at the Holiday Inn and recited 
frommemory his answers to questions 
dealing with taxation, the stock scandal, 
his campaign for re-election and so on. 
Amidst the give-and-take between the 
governor and his questioner, the thought 
occured: What better person to go to 
with Blackburn's complaint than the 
Head Man himself? 


So out it came: "Governor, why should 


a Highway Department's mower crew 
be allowed to mow along the highways 
and destroy bluebonnets two weeks 
before they go to seed?" 


Smith, who had been alternating 


between tired yawns and animated 
answers to questions put to him, stared 
for a moment. 


"I really don't know," he finally an- 


swered, "but it doesn't seem right." 


Turning to an aide, Smith said, "Jot 


that down and I'll look into it when we 


L 


get back to Austin." Smith's aide and 
the handful of other people in the room 
may not have known it but it was Smith 
who signed the legislation affording the 
bluebonnet its official designation as the 
state flower. His interest in the flower's 
preservation, therefore, is more than 
casual. 


The remainder of Smith's visit was 


rather low-keyed. A small turnout of 
less than 40 people heard Smith defend 
his record as governor by pointing out

No mention was made of his opponents 


in the race other than an admonition to 
the group to "do your best" in sup- 
porting the candidate of their choice. 


Smith made light of recent polls which 


have shown him running fourth in the 
four-candidate race, asking the group, 
"Have you ever been polled?" 


Political polls "are a gimmick, 


something initiated by some columnist 
who needs something to write," he told 
the group. A poll taken in 1962 when he 
was running for lieutenant goverhor, for 
instance, had him running behind a 
candidate who had dropped out of that 
race two weeks earlier, he said. 


Welfare reform came in for a mention. 


Smith said he was in favor of the federal 
government assuming the entire welfare 
load which would allow the states "to 
utilize that money in other areas where 
it is needed." 


Revenue sharing has its appeal, he 


said, although he personally has some 
reservations. 


"I don't understand how you can share 


revenue with the federal government 
when the federals are already on deficit 
spending," he said. "The only way, of 
coursej is to increase the deficit." 


In an interview shortly before his 


appearance with his supporters, he 
praised the Legislature for its prompt 
action during the recent special session 


legislating 
the 
Highway 


Beautification bill and the primary 
election funding bill. 


Smith repeated his observation that 


"the people of Texas will look upon me 
with favor at the polls when it's finally 
made clear that my only involvement in 
the Sharpstown legislation was in 
vetoing it." 


The governor is devoting six days a 


week now to his campaign for re-election 
and spends one day in his Austin office. 
He had high praise for his Austin aides 
who have enabled him to travel 
throughout the state without losing touch 
with state business. 


Monday's visit was the last stop on a 


trip that took him from the Gulf coast to 
Brenham, Mexia and Teague.

Trustees of Navarro Junior College, in 


a lengthy board session Monday, con- 
firmed employment of a new basketball 
coach, received an in-depth report on 
enrollment from the school's founding 
up to the present, studied insurance 
problems attendant to design of the 
Student Union Building's roof and set 
plans for Spring graduation. 


The board confirmed the employment 


by Dr. Ben W. Jones, president, of John 
Underwood, former assistant coach at 
Henderson County Junior College, as 
Navarro's new basketball coach suc- 
ceeding Harold Hern who will devote full 
time to coaching in the football program. 


Coach Underwood is an academic 


major and will be teaching in business 
administration in addition to his 
coaching duties as well as assist in the 
football program until start of basket- 
ball season. President Jones said Un- 
derwood wanted to assist in the football 
program for the opportunities it would 
provide him in recruiting players for the 
squad for the basketball program. 


Graduation is set for May 19 with 


Tommy Turner, vice president and 
administrative assistant to President 
Abner McCall of Baylor University, as 
speaker. 
This year's class of 145 


graduates is equal to the 1971 class. 


Since its founding in 1946, Navarro has 


graduated 2,006 through 1971, and based 
on its growth rate, Henry Moore, dean of 
adminissions, in his in-depth enrollment 
study, noted "that it appears we can 
anticipate an enrollment of 1,500 to 1,600 
by 1981." 


President Jones and Joe P. Donaldson, 


vice president of fiscal affairs, informed 
the board top priority is being given the 
architects to devise a solution to the 
problem of a high insurance rate on the 
Student Union Building due to an "error 
in design" that wasn't caught by the 
architects. 


Trustees were informed that the 


premium for a year's fire and extended 
coverage on the SUB for the year up- 
coming is costing $3,400, "but if we can 
have a sprinkler system installed it will 
drop to about $340," Dr. Jones advised. 
He reported that when the building was 
state inspected for fire insurance 
coverage, a wood shingle wall covering 
area around the roof didn't meet the fire 
code minimum distance between the 
false ceiling and the built-up flat roof by 
a matter of a few inches. This resulted 
in the building being rated "brick 
veneer" rather than "semi-fireproof" 
which would have commanded a much 
lower premium rate. 


Two solutions have been suggested, 


President Jones said, one being to install 
a full sprinkler system estimated to cost 
around $7,000 to bring about a premium 
reduction, or a second suggestion by 
insurance agents is to install a partial 
system that would be designed so 
sprinkler heads would be aimed upward 
just at the outer wooden shingles. 


"The architects have been working on 


this problem ever since the building was 
inspected and it was brought to their 
attention something was going to have to 
be done," President Jones commented. 
He added the solution is being given top 
priority when trustees urged "we stay 
right on it." 


After presentation of an almost hour- 


long review on the college's enrollment 
evaluation by Dean Moore, board 
members 
commended 
the 
com- 


prehensiveness of the study and urged it 
be made an annual study presentation. 


Projecting a lengthy series of charts 


on a screen, Dean Moore's in-depth 
enrollment brought to the board's at- 
tention that since NJC's inception in 1946 
in temporary quarters at the old Flying 
School to 1971, there have been 13,540 
different people enrolled in college 
credit courses and another 991 in non- 
credit community service courses. 
That's about one-third this county's 
overall population. 


Dean Moore recited that Navarro had 


grown from a first graduating class in 
1947 of 11 to 145 in 1971. with an equal 
number slated to be graduated this year. 
A chart of the area served primarily, 
Navarro, 
Ellis, 
Freestone 
and 


Limestone counties, he noted had a 1950 
census of 126,500, while in 1970 this had 
declined to slightly in excess of 107,000. 
Taking a 10-year period for comparison, 
the years 1961 and 1971, Dean Moore 
pointed out that of 1961Js enrollment of 
750 students, 34 per cent or 255 had come 
from Navarro county, and by 1971 this 
had grown to 43 per cent, 483 of the 1,122 
fulltime students. At the same time, the 
1961 enrollment showed 63 per cent of all 
students came from the four-county 
primary area served by NJC and this 
percentile had risen to 75 per cent by 
1971. 


Pointing out that enrollment had 


declined from outlying counties, he said 
this had stemmed from the re-opening of 
Hill County Junior College and since 1965 
the opening of seven new junior colleges 
in Dallas, Tarrant and McLennan 
counties. 


"I am proud that in 1971, we are

serving more Navarre County and four- 
county people than at any time in our 
history," Moore said, adding that he 
could point out some factors that were 
instrumental in the growth Navarro has 
enjoyed. He cited these as the move in 
1951 to its permanent and present 
campus, the addition over the years of 
permanent buildings and dormitory 
facilities making it possible to offer 
more academic programs, accreditation 
received in 1954 by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Universities 
and the re-affirmation of accreditation 
in 1963-64. 


He related that from 1962 to 1971 the 


college had had a growth by ten times of 
its vocational technical students from a 
beginning enrollment of 16 up to 161 
fulltime students in 1971. It is interesting 
to note, he pointed out, that over the 
years men have outnumbered women 
students by a ratio of from two to one to 
three to one. In 1946, there were 200 boys 
and 38 girls; in 1971, there were 760 to 
362. 


In another breakdown, the dean noted 


that of 1971's enrollment of 1,122 
students, 745 are freshmen, 335 are 
sophomores and there are 42 others in 
various programs. Of the total, 1,074 are 
in day classes and only 48 in 
classes. 


When trustees asked what could be 


attributed to the drop from freshmen to 
sophomores in overall enrollment, 
Moore and Dr. Jones replied this could 
be many reasons, such as getting 
married, buying a car, deciding they 
didn't want to go on to college, or 
transferring to a four-year school. Dean 
Moore estimated that about half drop out 
and half transfer. 


r 


In still other areas covered by the in- 


depth study, Dean Moore called at- 
tention to break-down on types of study 
pursued. About 20 per cent, the largest 
group, are business majors, the next 
largest, 70, are physical education 
majors, followed by pre-engineering, 63, 
and education, 50 in the academic 
program. In the vocational technical 
arts school, the largest number of 
students are enrolled in electronics, 125; 
with the second largest student group, 
97, in mid-management. 
Of the 1,122 


students, 124 were listed as "undecided" 
as to what their major is or will be. 


Concluding his resume, Dean Moore 


expressed his conviction the college 
should continue its stepped up recruiting 
of students in its prime four county area 
it serves. 


President Jones informed the board 


that Dale Moe, law enforcement 
department chairman, will begin in May 
a new specialized adult education 
course, "Intermediate Traffic Course," 
for the purpose of assisting area law 
enforcement officers in improving 
themselves, and beginning in June will 
begin another program in Basic Law 
Enforcement as there is a demand for 
this training offered by Navarro in 
cooperation with the Texas Commission 
on Education and Law Enforcement 
Standards. 


He reported that another specialized 


community interest course that had 
been planned for four nights, "Politics: 
The Art of Compromise," was not un- 
dertaken as only two persons showed up 
to enroll April 10. 


President Jones said the annual six- 


day NJC Choir Tour March 19-24, of 
performances in the Dallas area high 
schools and churches had been more 
successful and a number of com- 
plimentary letters had been received.
